Gore then tured his attention to another unfolding story. 

“George Bush funneled millions of dollars to Saddam 
Hussein during the years and months and days leading up to 
uicinvasion of Kuwait In spite ofall the wamings (about te 
Traqi military), George Bush continued to use our tax dollars 
to subsidize Hussein. 

“A lot of money was funneled through a bank in Atlanta, 
and it tamed out to be the biggest bank fraud in the history of 
the United States of America,” Gore said,

Monday’s quincentennial of Christopher Columbus’ 
voyage to the New World was considered a “time for 
national healing,” according to Chief Wilma Mankiller, 

Mankiller, the first woman ever to be elected leader of 
the Cherokce Nation, spoke at UNO Monday on the 
survival of Native Americans during the past 500 years. 

Mankiller said she opposed the myths perpetuated by 
westem movies, novels and art which suggest Native 
Americans are near extinction. 

“Not only have we survived, but we have thrived,” she 
said to the audience ofnearly 1,000 in the Student Center 
Ballroom. 

Honoring Mankiller before her speech, singer Gary 
Rush told the audience that the four colors held sacred by 
all tibal ancestors were red, white, yellow and black, 

“Even before knowing that the rest of the world ex- 
isted,” he said, “my people knew that tere was a grand. 
father for every color.” 

Much of Mankiller’s speech traced a personal family 
history repeatedly disrupted in carly years by constant 
relocations. Many of the relocations were attributes to 
tweaty violationsresulting fromaccommodationsmade to 
facilitate the exploitation of natural resources found on 
reservation lands, she said. 

“Tt is stupid mot to recognize these contracts just 
because they are considered too old,” Mankiller said. 
“There are plenty of other documents with much longer 
histories which are still considered to be legal. 

“Tn the 1850s, many academicians were still debating 
whether Native Americans even possessed a soul. Yet at 
the same exact time, several tribal schools were instruct- 
ing studentsin the advanced sciences, including thestudy 
of Latin and philosophy.” 

She said that until 1971, tribal leaders were directly 
appointed by Washington politicians, pointing out that 
most of them were lawyers and bankers. Mankiller said 
she alleges that many had very little or even questionable 
Indian roots.

Stereotypes about women who serve in positions of leadcr- 
ship, Mankiller told the audience to learn from the Native 
Amesican expericnce. She cited the current presidential 
clections as recciving too much emphasis. 

“Too many people are waiting for some ‘great leader’ to 
come along and solve all of our problems,” Mankiller said. 
“But real change isn’t going to come about until each and 
every one of us take more personal responsibility for getting 
involved in education and curing racial problems.” 

A full day of activities preceded the evening lecture 
which was jointly sponsored by a number of campus and 
community organizations. Besides a Native American cui- 
sine featured in the UNO cafeteria, children from the Emmy 
Gifford Theatre presented a “mock trial” of Columbus 


during the lunch hour and Mankiller participated in an 
afternoon panel discussion carried on closed-circuit tele- 
vision, 

Anneliese Cawthon, director of the Multicultural Af- 
fairs Office, credited several UNO students for establish- 
ingaQuincentennial Committee that spent several months 
making arrangements for the Columbus Day activities. 

Several members of the local community who at- 
tended the speech said they found inspiration and hope in 
Mankiller’s message. 

Former University of Nebraska-Lincoln student Celie 
Ferron said, “Omaha really needs more events like this, 
There were a lot of things brought out tonight that our 
children need to know about and understand.” 


Saying that she has confronted and dispelled many

During this campaign, much has been made of the character the indiscretions they had committed —- indiscretions which Jefferson had an ongoing affair with one of his slaves, which in 


issue, The candidates, it would seem, feel as though character 
is the utmost attribute a president needs torun the government 
and lead the nation. A lack of character, they imply, would 
cause national havoc and drive us into socio-economic ruin, 

In President Bush's viewpoint, dodging the draft in one’s 
youth and then attempting to whitewash the episode in future 
years indicates a lack of character. In other words, one cannot 
morally lead soldiers into combat as commanderin chief if one 
has not only failed to serve in the military but has also tried to 
escape service during wartime. 

On the other side of the character debate, Bill Clinton feels 
apresident who ered during his first term in office should not 
be given a second chance. That is, a policy blunder while in 
office should immediately disqualify the candidate from fur- 
ther service, even if the mistake may have been honest. 

Then these’s Ross Perot; the man who left the military early 
in his enlistment so ke could establish a private business. 
Should his faulty memory of the circumstances surrounding 
his discharge keep him from serving as president? 

Toanswer the question of whether character should be used 
to decide the election of our leader, I decided to look up some 
background information on several past chief executives. 

I deliberately chose those presidents who made a dramatic 
impact on the American way of life to determine the extent to 
which chameter, as indicated by personal events, had influ- 
enced them. 

While they were all good men, I was surprised by some of 
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today would become a major campaign issue. 

George Washington, for instance, was at one time in love 
with amartied womannamed Sarah Cary “Sally” Fairfax. This 
love persisted, even after he became engaged to Martha Curtis 
(later to become Martha Washington), and he comesponded 
with Mrs, Fairfax frequently. “You have drawn me, dear 
madam, or rather I have drawn myself, into an honest confes- 
sion of simple fact,” he wrote in 1758. “Misconstrue not my

meaning; doubtitnot, nor expose it. The world has no business 
to know the object of my Love, declared in this manner to you, 
when I want to conceal it.” 

Thomas Jefferson, architect, botanist, engineer and third 
president of the United States, is perhaps best known for being 
theauthorefthe Declaration of Independence. Whichis ironic, 
considering that Jefferson, long anadvocate for the equality of 
man, owned nearly 200 staves when he died. 

Unlike Washington, who stipulated that his slaves be made 
free upon his death, Jefferson left no provision — all of them 
werekeptin bondage and sold offby his wife torepay thedebts 
he also left behind. Moreover, it is believed certain that 
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tum produced several illegitimate children. 

Abraham Lincoln was none too shy abaut sex, either. He 
once hadmade a specificrequest ofancighbortolethim watch 
ayoungbullinaction. ButLincolnisalsoknownforacharacter 
flaw that others ever today (especially today in the U.S. House 
of Represeatatives) are guilty of: He was a frequent bad-check 
writer, 

Grover Cleveland, the only president to be elected to two 
nonconsecutive terms in office, was notorious for his affairs; 
perhaps you've heard the campaign slogan “Ma, Ma, where's 
my Pa? Gone tothe White House, Ha, Ha, Ha!” More than that, 
President Cleveland was a (gasp) draft dodger. He had been 
called to duty during the Civil War, but instead chose to pay for 
a substitute under the Conscription Act of 1863, 

These are but four of the many presidents who had some 
form of character flaw thatcouldand would become anelection 
issue if those men ran for office today. Affairs outside of 
mariage were the most common peccadillos amongst these 
former leaders, However, I found noevidence that these affairs 
or other character flaws greatly impacted their decision-mak- 
ing ability. 

So, itappears [have answered my own question, Character 
in a president may bea good indication of how that person will 
act in office, but there really is no evidence to support this 
position. If anything, all the candidates are guilty of a lack of 
character; it’s an issue we, therefore, shouldn't even worry 
about.

Incourseofthe play, dicy fallinloveand 
marry, but this reflects only the beginning of 
Wilder's deeply emotional tale, asmanyevents 
will follow these joyous goings-on.

The use of ladders to represent in the 
production’s minimalist style the upper floors 
of the two homes works well, as does the 
instance when the stage manager addresses the 
audience from the theater’s balcony. 

Sound designer Jonathan Warman has also 
contributed integrally to the quality of the pro- 
duction with bis musical selections, such as his 
choiceof thedramatic “Diesirae,” from Verdi's 
Requiem, or Barber's haunting wark, “Adagio 
for Strings.”

UNO football coach Tom Mueller was running out of 
options, so he turned to the option instead. 

This weekend when UNO travels to Greeley, Colo. to take 
on the Norther Colorado Bears, they will take anew offen- 
sive scheme with them —- the “I” formation. 

“If you look at our year so far, we’ve had a bard time 
running the ball,” Mueller said. “Our top two quarterbacks 
are out for the year, and they were both drop-back passers,” 
he said. 

Mueller said last week's 37-7 loss to Mankato State had a 
big impact on the decision to switch. 

“Against Mankato State, we felt we couldn't drop back to 
pass and protect against an aggressive defense. We looked at 
the defenses that we'll be facing the rest of the season, and 
seatized we needed plays that hit quicker,” he said. 

UNO will need to hit quickly against Northern Colorado. 
The Bears, 4-2 overall and 2-2 in the North Central Confer- 
ence (NCC), carry an 11-game heme winning streak into the 
contest. UNO is 2-4 overall and 0-4 in NCC action. 

Junior Rodney Brown will get his second startof the season 
atquarterback forthe Mavericks. LastweekendagainstMankato 
State, Brown fed all UNO rushers with 79 yards, but threw five 
interceptions out of UNO’s pro-style, single back offense. 

Mucller thinks that will change this week. 

“Rodney's like any athicte. He was tylng to make any- 
thing happen against Mankato State. He was probably press- 
ing alittle bit. Now, we'll try to play our passing game out of 
roll cut, but the first look will be to run, then to pass. Our rol! 
out last week did get us some rushing yards,” he said. 

Northern Colorado retums some key personne! from their 
8-3 squad from a year ago. Quarterback V.J. Lechman com- 
pleted 119 of 203 passes for 1,706 yards and 11 touchdowns 
last season, and has thrown for 840 yards this season, Run- 
ning back Chuck Snowden leads the Bear ground game with 
528 yards rushing on 117 carries, and receiver Joe) Horn has 
almost already matched his totats of last year, netting 18 
catehes for 236 yards. 

Mueller said despite the potential Northern Colorado bas, 
they haven't lived up to expectations this year. 

“In the preseason, they were one of the highest-ranked 
teams in the conference. We watched them on film, and we 
didn’t see anything different from any other high-ranked 
team,” Mueller said.
